A ROOSTER CROW FOR 35 YEARS??? 


Evidently, for the City of Rogue River has held a Rooster Crow 
Contest since 1953. It all started back in April of 1953, whena 
group of merchants calling themselves the Rogue River 
Booster Club met to consider a proposal submitted by Shade 
Coombs, a fellow member sharing their desire to generate 
publicity and promotion for the town. Coombs had read a 
story about the coal miners of Wales who had presented col- 
orful rooster crowing contests during their holidays. 


Shade's suggestion was adopted and funds set aside for a 
cash prize to the owner of the rooster that crowed the most 
within a 30 minute duration. On May 23, 1953 the first Rooster 
Crow was staged on the streets of the city, marking the start of 
the annual event that now draws thousands of people to this 
little valley town on the last Saturday In June, every year, for 
the last 34 years! 


First place winner of the crowing event was “Hollerin’ 
Harry”. He crowed 71 times and won his owner $50. A se- 
cond contest was held September 5th the same year with the 
price money of $100 going to “Beetle Baum” who managed 
109 crows in the thirty minute period. "Beetle Baum” reigned 
supreme for 25 years, the closest any rooster came to 
dethroning him was in 1959, when “Sandy” crowed 96 times 
within a half hour. But, alas, it was bound to happen some 
time, the 1978 Rooster Crow Contest and a cocky rooster by 
the mane of “White Lightening” did old “Beetle Baum’s” 
record in with 112 cockle-doodle-doos in the 30 minute con- 
test. His nearest competitor was “Crow Baby” who came in 
second with 63 crows. No one knows the secrets that en- 
courage a rooster to crow, but “White Lightening's” owner, 
Willie Beck of Gold Hill said it was simple. "I just kept him 
away from any other rooster or chicken for 6 weeks before the 
contest.” However, the secret may have been in the person of 
Dr. Mabel Bryant who stood before his cage flapping her arms 
& cheering him on to spectacular achievements. According to 
the good Doctor, “We vere communicating with each other!” 


THE CROWING EVENT 


At 2:30 the Crowing Contest gets underway as the flag drops 
to signal the judges to start counting the sometimes frequent 
or seldom utterances of the feathered contestants. For 30 
Solid minutes the crows of each rooster are recorded by his 
Private judge. Scores are tallied and awards are made at 
3:30PM Cash prizes presented to the owners of the top five 
contenders. $150°°, 1st. Place, $50°°, 2nd Place, $35°°, 3rd 
Place, $25°° 4th Place, and $10°° for Sth Place. A cash prize' 
of $15°° 's awarded the most unique cage entry.

HOW TO ENTER A ROOSTER 


On the day of the Rooster Crow, fill out an entry form available 
at the entry registration booth set up at the Crowing Contest 
area. No prior registration will be made. Entries will be ac- 
cepted from 10AM to 2PM . At the time of registration the 
roosters will be left in the Crowing Contest area. No entry fee 
will be charged. Those wishing to participate must abide by 
the following rules: 


1. One rooster per person. 

2. The rooster must be in the cage. 

3. Entrant must furnish one judge 14 years of age or 
older. 

4. Crow tallies may be verified by Crow officials at any 
time. 

5. No mechanical, electrical, physical, or chemical 
stimulants or devices will be allowed in the cage with the 
rooster. 

6. In no case will the roosters be abused or mistreated. 


Interpretation, application and enforcement of these rules are 
the prerogative of the Rogue River Lions Club, and violations 
may result in warning or disqualification.

HELPING A ROOSTER TO CROW 


It's hard to describe a rooster crow contest to a person who s 
never seen one. The rooster crowing is frequently drowned in 
cheering and applause made by owners and spectators. Each 
owner, whether seven or seventy, has some secret that he 
hopes will lend to winning. 


Some folks keep their rooster from other chickens, some 
keep them in the dark to simulate sunrise when they are un- 
covered and more simply talk to their roosters. The talk usual- 
ly transforms into threats, promises and eventually down right 
begging as the contest progresses. 


For 30 minutes owners are using all the tricks they can think 
of to increase the numbers of crows from their rooster, fre- 
quently to no avail. They may make threats, promises or beg, 
but no physical abuse or other direct contact is allowed during 


the contest.

If you were a rooster by the name or “Crow-In Joe” and you 
were kept in the dark for two weeks what would you do when 
the cover over the cage was removed? Why, crow of course! 


And that's just what Joe did. His efforts won him the title of 
Rogue River Rooster Crow Contest Champ of 1981, 1982 and 
1983. 


The prize money that was awarded him for his efforts was 
shared equally by his owners, Julie, Jim and Kenny Koral, all 
of Rogue River.

When asked to reveal the training 
secret, Willie stated it simple. “| just kept him away from any 
other rooster or chicken six weeks before the Crow, and 
brought him to the contest in a large sack.” In 1958, a record 
of 263 roosters were entered.

Prior to the Civil War, Davis (Coyote) Evans built a ferry and 
two log cabins at the mouth of Even’s Creek; early settlers 
avoided the Evans ferry by fording the river at a point 
upstream. When so doing they found it expedient to take a 
firm grip on the tails of their horses. This unique river crossing, 
descriptively designated *Tailholt”, was the label applied to 
local residents of that era. 


Stagecoaches carried the express and mail through the Rogue 
Valley, from 1852 until the completion to the railroad in 1887. 
An envelope mailed during that period, bore a wax sea! em- 
bossed with the words: "Wells Fargo Express Co. - Rogue 
River, Oregon.” The post office was established In 1874, the 
town Officially proclaimed “Woodville”. Perhaps coincidently, 
a John Woods became the town's postmaster. In 1912 the 
town incorporated, remaning itself Rogue River.
